Bagley was 
bora in Medina, N. Y, .Inly 24, 1832. 
His father removed to Michigan when 
the lad was i:t yean old. Governor 
Bagley had been a prominent figure in 
Michigan business and politic* for over 
a quarter of a century. 
He was alder- 


man and mayor ol Detroit, a member 
of the state legislature, and governor 
of the state from 1872 to ISTfi. He 
was a prominent candidate for United 
States senator belore the Republican 
legislative cauc-ni last winter, and lacked 
but two voles of securing the nomina- 
tion. Re wa* O*M at (he most extens- 
ive manufacturers in the United State*. 
in his family relations Governor Bag- 
ley waa peealiarlv fortunate. Hi* wife 
was tbe daughter of Rev. Samuel New- 
berry, a pioneer Michigan missionary, 
ilia wife and several children survive 
him. He was quite wealthy. 
The 


cause of hi* death was tatty degenera- 
tion of the heart, aggravated by dropsy, 
goat and trouble witb the circulation. 
He was a very corpalent man, weighing 
over 300 pound..

Tbe stock thus turned 
loose go where they choose, sometimes 
remaining on their range, but generally 
drifting here, there and everywhere 
over the vast prairies of western Ne- 
braska, Wyoming and Uolorado, finding 
their own food, care, water and shelter. 
Each spring, beginning early in May, 
the cattle owner* meet and appoint a 
certain time for the beginning of tbe 
round up, and oo tbat day representa- 
tives from the cattle owners or the 
owner* themselves assemble at an ap- 
pointed place; a wagon is provided for 
eaeh mess as the; style it, in which the 
men, ranging from sis to fifteen, put 
their baggage and blanket*. The cook's 
me** bos i* on the back end of the 
wagon. Almost military precision and 
discipline are preserved. 
From five to 


ten ponies are in use by eaeh man. 
Thi* number seems to an uninitiated per- 
son more than necessary for the prose- 
cution of the work, bat when it is re- 
membered that most of the time these 
horses are on the keen jump after some 
stray cow, calf or bull, which from the 
freedom they have enjoyed for a year 
in roaming the plains or hills are as 
wild as an untamed buffalo, then it ia 
plain enough to the most unsophisti- 
cated that hones soon run down. 
These riding ponies are kept in a bunch 
by eaeh mess and are in charge day 
and night of men hired for tbe purpose 
of herding them. Grain is never fed 
to them, the nutritious grasses of the 
hills and plains furnishing abundant 
sustenance. The men ride the ground 
all over, searching every bluff and ra- 
vine in oider to find all the stock, and 
as fait as an animal is found it is driven 
to a field from which each owner cuts 
oat those of hi* brand and takes them 
to bis own herd and ao on. 


Every day the cattle are gathered to- 


gether, all uabranded calves are brand- 
ed, and this thing is kept np till tbe 
entire route previously agreed upon as 
the field of operation* has been thor- 
oughly scoured, and each man take* his 
cattle to his range. 


The round np naturally is an expen- 


sive business, extending as it does over 
a territory of 300 to 400 miles square. 
Bat its efficiency in proving property, 
and keeping cattle on the ranges where 
the; belong, makes it necessary as long 
as cattle are permitted to run at large.

Such were Democratic principles, but 


the; bave long been dead, while the 
Republican principles that were their 
opposite! live and flourish. The only 
significant principles the Democrats 
have are each as thsy borrowed from 
the Republicans, coupled with a pruri- 
ent and insatiable itching for office- 
holding.

WASHINOTON, D. C., July 28.—The 


ituation at the Whit* House to-day ii 
till more favorable than it was yester- 
lay. The president passed a very quiet 
night and one of restful sleep. It u 
irononnoed the bent night he has passed 
ince his illness. The physicians to- 
lay continue to speak most enthusiasti- 
cally of the president's recovery, and 


'bile they are not ready to pronounce 
liiu out of danger, they are united in 
he opinion that the crisis has been 
passed. 


Al the examination of tbe wound 


this morning, Dr. Hamilton waa present 
and spoke very encouragingly of the 
irospect. The result of this examina- 
tion wan a very excellent bulletin—the 
jest, perhaps, that we have had in the 
morning for the last three weeks. 


There are no new developments in 


the case to-day. It was unanimously 
agreed by the doctors this morning that 
the best thing they could do was to 
move the patient from tbe quarters he 
bas occupied since the shooting, in or- 
der that the room might be thoroughly 
cleansed and purified. 
No sooner was 


this agreed upon than it was carried 
into execution. 


Tbe room selected far his temporary 


refuge was directly across tbe corridor 
from the one heretofore occupied. 
It 


overlooks the trout of the 
White 


House, Lafayette Square and Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, and Is next to the one or- 
dinarily used by Mrs. Garfield. It is 
believed by the doctors that the carpet 
of the sick chamber has become im- 
pregnated by disease or disagreeable 
odor, and should be taken up. It has 
therefore been removed and the floor 
scrubbed and the furniture cleaned and 
aired. A fire has been kindled in the 
fire place so that no dampness will re- 
main after the cleansing process. The 
carpet will not be replaced, but rugs 
only will be laid in those parts of tbe 
room most frequented, in order to break 
the sounds of footsteps. 


The removal was accomplished with- 


out any fatigue or inconvenience to the 
patient. The bed was simply pushed 
through the door and across the corri- 
dor _in to the adjoining chamber, which 
he now occupies. 


Tbe patient fell into a gentle slum- 


ber, even before tbe things were fairly 
settled, and enjoyed a very satisfactory 
and refreshing rest. His breakfast this 
morning consisted of beef tea, raw egg 
and milk toast, which it is said be de- 
voured with relish. Tbe president was 
very, much pleased with tbe variety af- 
forded by the change. He felt much 
better, and so expressed himself. When 
be awoke this morning the wound 
showed every evidence of good condi- 
tion. There was no cessation of the 
discharge of pus, and it was merely 
dressed and is doing well. 


Col. Rockwell, who was with-him 


daring the night and also this morning, 
says that he is unquestionably better 
than at any time since the wound was 
eceived. That portion of the original 
wound observable shows that it is rapid- 
y healing, and will soon be closed up. 
"he opinion is that he has fully recov- 
ered from the prostration of the sud- 
len relapse. This is the best news 
lossible that could be expected from 
he sick cbambcs at this time. The 
lymptoms of this morning have contin- 
ued quite as favorable all day, and the 
changes have been very slight. The 
"act that the president was able to 
stand the removal without any disturb- 
ance or anqoyanoc is considered a most 
satisfactory indication. 


Late in the afternoon his pulse rose 


somewhat, but was still below 100. Dr. 
Hamilton has been with him during
